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This 3rd “Live & loud” concert, which took place on July 17 1993 in the old student 
town Leuven, has to be one of the best concerts ever to have taken place in Belgiua. 


Opening band for the night was the Dutch band Wiking. Not too iapressive. Their aixture 
of Oi and hardcore left the crowd pretty much cold and people were acre interested in 
having a chat and a beer. The band still needs a lot of practise. Next on were The 
Mushrooms who recently changed their name to The Pride. They certainly did thesselves 
proud with their first major appearance, playing a mix of covers and originals, and got 
the spirit of things back up and well underway, fundamentally laying the pathing stones 
for the eagerly awaited Close Shave, 


By the time they got on, on what reseabled a stage, the majority of the crowd had 
whipped off their tops, necked back a few odd beers and were raring to pounce about and 
put the boot in. Despite the sweat pouring down everyone's body, due to the fact of the 
minute spacing provided for this gig, Close Shave played a number of newer songs, as 
well as the beloved good old tunes, so that even the more recent apostils of skinhead- 
isa could chime along. 





About 350 people had come from all different countries (Belgiua, France, Germany, 
England, Holland, Luxemburg), Friends who hadn't seen one another for a long tine, 
finally had a good opportunity to ramble on for an evening swigging beer and listening 
to a couple of really brilliant bands, this creating an atwosphere hard pushed to be 
beaten, I had the impression everyone felt much more at home, as they were amongst old 
friends, and J am sure that those of you who were lucky enough to be there will bare 
this evening as a very positive and fond memory of the movement in @ind.

On the side: the town’s mayor had got wind of the concert and had ordered a vast arount 
of cops to secure the area and keep an eye on us “trouble-making” skinheads. This, 
according to the press, was the only reason why his precious town wasn't saashed to 
smithereens, They were all friendly enough though and were fast in realising that we 
were perfectly capable in keeping things calm and under control ourselves and so 
generally left us to do our own thing.

Ziindstoff hail from the Stuttgart area in Germany. They put out a brilliant EP on 
Walzwerk Records last year, but after that nothing was heard of them anymore, not outside 
Germany anyway. This interview is in order not to forget them before the LP comes out. 


History and line-up of the band? 

We've been around since December 1990. The line-up has remained the same from the start 
on and is: Weif— on vocals, Schirmer on guitar, Volker on bass and me on drums. Then Marco 
joined us in May 1991 as aeccnd guitarist. So 
far, we put out a demo, an EP "In der Stadt” 
and our first LP will emerge shortly. 

What does Ziindstoff mean? Are you being paid 
by German television for promotion purposes? 
(Ziindstoff is a programme on German 
television). 

Hm, what it means? Translated to English, 
it’s "combustible matter". You could also 
describe it as a theme or topic for 
discussion. We haven’t had anything to do 
with TV so far. 

What are your lyrics about? 

Streetlyrics, I would say. You know what the 
EP was about. The LP will cover the same kind 
of topics: frustration, weekends, clockwork 
orange, women and all kinds of things that 
keep us busy or what we encounter in every 
day life. 

Which different styles has your music been 
influenced by? There seem to be quite a few. 
Yes, there are indeed different influences, 
which is because we all come from very 
different musical backgrounds. The major 
influences are clearly from the good, early 
English Oi- and punksound, mixed with some 
German punk and perhaps also some metal. It’s 
hard to describe it all and probably of no 
importance. Everyone should get out of it 
what they prefer, in the end it‘’ll always be k 
Ziindstoff. =: 

Do you draw mixed crowds at your gigs? ‘ 

The best is when we get a mixed crowd of punks and skins. It doesn’t always go too well, 
however one can notice that there are still enough people around who manage to put their 
politics and slogans aside for a couple of hours. If the kids... 

Have you played a lot of gigs yet and which where the best ones? 

Not too many gigs so far, but most of them were a lot of fun and were quite successful. 
Gur best gig till now has been the one on May 1 1993 in former eastern Germany, together 
with the Beck’s Pistols. It was definitely the biggest one, about 700 people I think, 





skins and punks, and one big party without any tension or fights, 100% Qi!. e 
Your 7” came out quite a while ago already. How have the reactions on it been, and has it 
sold out? 


We have of course only received the best possible critics, everywhere and from everyone! 
No, seriously, the EP went down better than we had expected, and sold really well. We've 
got about 40 copies left at the moment, 1500 have been pressed. 

When can we expect the LP? 

We will record the LP in December if all goes as planned. In fact, we had already 
arranged the studio for October, but had to call it off as I had an operation. It'll work 
out this time. 

Your favourite German bands at the moment? 

Tough question. Beck's Pistols, Daily Terror and Lokaimatadore are the best German Qi- 
punk bands of the moment. 





Apart from Boots & Braces, 
are there any ather good 
bands in your region? 
Boots & Braces and 
Ziindstoff are the only Gi 
bands in the area here. 
There’s a punk band called 
P.U.A., who are OK. Apart 
from that there are some 
independent-, heavy metal- 
and rockbands around. No 
competition for us 
whatsoever !

Veme COLONNE 


After the excellent review we gave their demo in the last issue, you could have expected 
an interview soon. So, here it is. Véme Colonne is for us still one of the most promising 
French bands. Check them out! Cheers to Fabrice and Pierre for the interview. If anybody 
is interested in contacting the band, they should write to the Un Jour Viendra address. 


History of the band? 

The band formed in ‘86 - ‘87 with a slightly different line-up than the actual one: David 
on guitar, his brother Bruno on bass, Christophe on drums and Pogo on vocals. The band 
used to have an outspoken hardcore influence although the majority of the band were 
skinheads. Until ‘89 - ‘90 nothing really happened apart from a couple of gigs here and 
there which often ended in fights. After a one-year break, the band got back together 
with David still on quitar and Christophe still on drums, but they were joined by Olivier 
on bass and Fabrice on vocals. Then we put out our demo in ‘92 and shortly after Veme 
Colonne was completed with Joé1 as second guitarist. 

The band has been going for 6 or 7 years alread but how does it come that the band’s 





name has only been getting around the last couple of years? 


Because at the 
time, we knew 
less people and 
we just played 
music for fun, to 
have a gig now 
and then, to go 
to parties and to 
show that we 
existed. 
Afterwards we 
decided to become 
a little more 
dedicated and do 
something 
tangible. 
Why the name Veme 
Colonne? 
The "Sth Column” 
was a German 
action and 
intelligence 
commando during 
Some Bordeaux skins, Greg from Viking zine and Jonesy from English Rose at the July concert the 2nd world 

war. We thought 





the name suited us fine. 

Your musical style has evolved over the years. Do you have an explanation for these 
changes? 

Let's say that going from hardcore to Oi or RAC isn't the same, but it’s a page in the 
history of the band that has been turned. We chose to put the music and the movement (the 
political movement. - ed.) on the same level, even though the lyrics were already onto it 
before. And we still have our own particular style which makes Véme Colonne. 

Is there still a hardcore influence noticeable in your music? 

A little, it’ll always be there, and those who have already heard will certainly have 
noticed it. But, we’re putting more variation in our music now: we have heavy and hard 
songs as well as some calmer and more joyful ones. 

What are your lyrics about? 

Essentially about skinheads, because that’s our life. Recently, we have also written some 
songs about prison, friendship, exclusion, lost friends, Bordeaux,... 

How have the reactions on your demo been, and how many copies did you sell? 

The reactions have been diverse. We think quite a few people liked it, but of course some 
people didn’t think too much of it. We sold about 100 copies. 











How did the recording of the demo go? We heard there were some problems. 


Yes, you're right, there have been some problems. We recorded in rather bad conditions 
because we had to change studio at the very last minute because we didn’t like the guy’s 
face. We found another studio, but they could only take us the day after, on Sunday 
morning. We couldn’t resist the temptation and went out for a night on the town and we 
ended up ata party with a dance. We were 10 skins there. Of course, some punches flew 
and then things got out of hand: it started with a grape-shot then with another gun. It 
was an endless fight, blows going in all directions. Result: Joé1 took 38 pieces of lead 
in the face and the neck, on the other side, 14 of them were taken hospital with broken 
noses, legs, etc... We ended up at the police station and were released at 7 in the 
morning and we had to be in the studio at 9%. No need to say that we weren’t very 
enthusiastic and joyful. 

Do you have any record projects or labels that are interested? 

We have been contacted by Skull Records which we're really interested in, but right now 
the problem is to find a studio that will accept us. 

Best and worst experience with the band, 

The best is the recent gig we organised which brought more than 200 skinheads together 
and the worst one is certainly the recording of the demo. 

Veme Colonne and playing live? How was your gig on July 10th? 

So far, we have only played a few gigs. Our first one was on January 1 1992 with 
Oiffensive, then in July 1992 with Chauves Pourris and Oiffensive. A couple of songs at 
the Chauves Pourris gig in Malaga, Spain. In March ‘93 with played with Les Prétanis in 
Tours. Finally on July 3, the concert in Bordeaux with 9éme Panzer Symphonie, Oiffensive 
and Chauves Pourris. This last one was by far the best. Skinheads from the biggest 
Provincial cities as well as from Paris partied together, also with some Spanish and 
English skins. 

How's the scene in your area? 

It’s not exceptionally good, pretty much like in the rest of France, but things are 
getting better again at the moment. In the Bordeaux region, there are about 30 skinheads, 
the fanzines Un Jour Viendra (U.J.V.) and Oi Crisis, as well as Discorde, the second 
skinband in Bordeaux. 

Where's your demo available from? Anything else for sale? 

The 8-song demo is available for 40 FF from U.J.V., B.P. °75, 33027 Bordeaux Cedex, 
France. T-shirts will follow later.

PRES URE eo 


Pressure 28 are one of the up’n’coming skinhead bands of the new wave of British Oi. 
They've been very productive lately and so we thought we’d send them an interview. Kev 
was so kind to answer them all. Cheers! 


Could you introduce us to the Wonderful world of Pressure 28? Have any of you played in 
other bands before? 


Pressure 28 are a working class street punk outfit with the aim of putting skinhead punk 
back on the map, to blast all this trendy ponsy pop shite out of the pubs, give skinheads 
something to jump around to again. Putting the boot back into skinhead again, instead of 
everyone getting worried about getting called a hooligan - boliocks to them - get 
skinheads on the terraces and show everyone how to ruck properly. As for the second part 
of the question, when we first started off, Arny our guitarist, had a bash with a punk 
band called The Hated, but there was a bit of a row between Pressure 28 and them, so Arny 
told them to stick it and it ended up with us lot and our mob smashing up one of their 
gigs. 

Is this line-up the one you started out with and how hard is it to keep a steady line-up? 

The original line-up only lasted a few gigs and a demo tape, then we brought in Colin and 
Nick and everything has gone great since then. We're all mates so we get on pretty well, 
there ain’t many problems, but I expect one of us will get bored one day and leave, but 
for the next year, I can more or less guarantee that the line-up will stay the same 
(hopefully). 

Things seem to be going pretty well for the band, being featured on the “British Oi - 
Working class anthems" compilation, then the single and now the "Oi - The new breed 
compilation. Did you expect things to go that fast? 

The British Oi album was recorded a year ago, but has only just come out, so it looks as 
if everything happened at once. For the single, we pissed around for a while trying to 
get a decent deal but no-one was offering any good deals, so we thought sod them ‘cuz we 
weren't interested in getting ripped off. Then this geezer rang us up, Said he was 
starting up a label and would be in for doing a single. And, the deal was everything paid 
for and we got a 50/50 split on the profits, so it was just what we were looking for. 
Since then, everyone has been into putting somewhat out. This CD Step 1 are putting out 
is gonna be a blinder of a single. We’re in the studio at the beginning of October, all 
the other bands have already recorded their songs, so it should be out on sale the second 
week of October. Buy it if you know what’s good for you! 

Are you pleased with what you put out so far? 

The demo was alright despite the dodgy recording. It went down well with the punters. We 
ain’t too happy with the British Oi album recordings, we're a bit embarrassed about the 
songs on there actually, but what the fuck - it’s too late now - we might get away with 
them???? The single for the Skinhead Times ain’t bad, but it ain’t brilliant though. We 
were a bit rushed for time so the guitar sound is a bit weak, but everyone's getting it 
for free, so you can’t complain really. It’s to be out at X-Mas time I think. The singie 
recording is OK though, it’s still not what we want, but it’s getting closer. 

With such a band name, you must be scooter fanatics. Have you played at any runs already? 
Most memorable runs you've been to? 

Yeah, we're still into scooters. I don’t know about being fanatical about them though, 
none of us are on the road at the moment. They've only just started putting live 
entertainment on the rallies this season after all the trouble a few years ago. We're 
trying to sort something out for the next season if the N.S.R.A. will put us on. It’s 
Yarmouth on Saturday, so a few of us are off there this weekend and that’s the last run 
of the year. Trying to think which has been the best rally I’ve ever been too... I’m 
gonna have to go for a cup of coffee and think about this one - back in a minute. I'm 
back and I'm still stumped, this year’s rallies have been very good, best must have been 
Llandudno and Long Marston, they were just a really good laugh. The scooter scene in 
England takes up quite a large proportion of the skinhead movement. 

Has it become easier now to get gigs, with the bands increasing popularity? 

I suppose se because a lot more people have heard of us. There’s more people putting us 
on and before, the organisers weren't sure if we would pull a crowd or not. But a lot of 
the places we've played won't have us back, because of broken glasses and that sort of 
thing, fights, etc..., just excuses really. 





How long have you guys been skinheads for, and what does it mean to you? 


Since the mid-eighties, but Arny has just grown his hair, don’t ask me why. I don’t think 
he knows, for a change I guess. Nick has never been a_ skinhead. Fanzines always ask us 
that question and I still don’t know the answer. Skinheads are on the level, it’s just 
what you are, I suppose, ail the other cults are stupid anyway. You don’t become a 
skinhead for a reason, I don’t think so, fuck it, I don’t know what I‘m on about. 

Where the fuck is Shropshire? Is there anything like a skinhead scene there? 

Shropshire is one of the biggest counties in England. Let me think of some amazing facts 
about Shropshire??? Oswestry Town FC was one of the first football teams in the English 
league, they’re one of the oldest teams in the country. Telford in Shropshire was the 
birthplace of industry. Boring you lot to death, eh?! Ian Woosnam, the golfer, is from 
Oswestry, but he has just moved to Jersey though because he has been banned from driving 
in England. Frank Bough, TV presenter and now sex pest, is from Oswestry, his mum lives 
around the corner. Alan Ball, ex-England 
player, is from Oswestry. I could go on 
forever. But, Oswestry has always had a 
good skinhead fraternity and the same for 
all the other towns in Shropshire, a lot 
bigger than other cities in England. 

Any other famous or infamous bands to come 


out of Shropshire? 
Skinhead bands-wise, Complete Control - 


they're on the "This is Oi" compilation 
and have done a few other things, the 
"Bricks, blood and guts in ‘85"” LP, etc... 
The singer Mat Lacoste now sings for anti- 
fascist action band The Blaggers. Dead 
Wired, the punk band from Oswestry, the 
Tailgators, the psychobilly band from 
Shrewsbury, Eskago from Oswestry. There 
are quite a few good bands who came out of 
Shropshire, as for chart topping bands 
{trendy shite), T’Pau from Shrewsbury have 
got to be the biggest, a couple of number 
ones in the charts and all that kind of 
stuff, but apart from that there have been 
loads of punk, Oi bands to come from the 
area, in fact there’s been more named Oi 
bands from Oswestry than bigger towns like 
Birmingham, Stoke, Leeds, Leicester, 
Coventry, Liverpool, etc.. Oswestry skins 
rule! 


How do you see the future of the Oi 
movement, with new bands popping up in 
Britain and the rest of the world. Would 
you _taik of another revival? 

Yes, there is a revival in this country, 
not on the same scale as the early 
eighties, but fingers crossed, and 
something decent might come of it. If it 
doesn’t, it’s still another kick in the bollocks for the trendy music press, who still 
are trying to completely ignore us, not that we particulary care if they give us any 
press or not. 

What has the band planned for the coming months? 

That CD "Oi the new breed" will be out soon. Then we got this tour, 8 dates in Britain 
and 4 in Europe, but it’s taking a lot of organising, so we ain‘’t got the dates yet, but 
it should be before X-Mas. We’re gonna bring out a new single at the beginning of next 
year and there are another @CD’s planned. As for women, Col and Nick are virtually 
married, and me and Arny are still happy shagging what comes along. It’s a pity film star 
Michelle Pfeiffer is getting married, I could quite go for her, ha ha. 

Best and worst experience as a band? 

Worst is not getting paid, but we usually do alright. Best is probably the first time I 
went to the bar after coming off stage and the crowd were still singing Pressure 28, 
gives you a buzz when you're the support band. 








If any birds are interested in contacting you quys, where should they write to? Do you 


have anything for sale to please their boyfriends too? 

Yes ladies, I’m sure we can accommodate you in one way or another. For info on gigs, 
write to: Flat 2, Stanley Place, Salop Road, Oswestry, Shropshire SYii 2@RG, England. The 
single is available from "Helen Of Oi” Records. The compilation CD, which should be 
blinding, is out on Step 1 Records, and we can’t think of anything decent ta goon T- 
shirts, so any designs are welcome. Send them in, and if we use it, it will earn you a 
tenner and a free T-shirt. It’s gotta be dead good and original, well that’s what we're 
looking for anyway. 

Anything to add? 

Yeah, cheers Peter for the interview and space in the zine. Everyone else keep doing what 
you want to do, bollocks to anyone that knocks you for doing it. Just one reminder: 
pictures of naked women in compromising positions, money of any kind, anything free, send 
to me, Kev. Ha ha! See you all soon! 


BOJKOT 


Bojkot was formed in the summer of 1992 in the Yugoslavian (Serbian) town Jagodina. They 
started out with a different bass player than the present one. The line-up now is Vlada 
on vocals, Spidza on guitar, Dasa on bass and Jevra on drums. 


Their music is a mixture of RAC and Oi and they 
draw their influences from the good old Gi bands 
like the 4-Skins, Blitz, the Cockney Rejects as 
well as bands such as Skrewdriver, No Remorse and 
Brutal Attack, though they try to have an 
original sound. 


Although politics aren't their main concern, they 
do play some role in their songs, especially 
their hatred for the communist regime which ruled 
their country until not so very long ago. 


Bojkot was supposed to play at the White Unity 
Festival in Lazarevac on August 13, but couldn't 
make it. Bands that did play were Zivotinje, 
Provokacija, Kreativni Nered, Usiovno Pusteni, 
Puni Mrznje, Delirium Tremens, Generali and Rasna 
Razlika. One other band that was scheduled to 
play was Kurzschluss, who decided not to play 
because of the short notice, which didn't leave 
them enough time to prepare for the concert. 
Anyway, the number of bands that did play is 
amazing and shows what a healthy state the 
Yugoslavian skinhead scene is in. The more 
"famous" bands like Ritam Nereda, Direktori and 
GBB regularly appear on local TV stations with 
video clips and concerts. 


; Bojkot appeared in a radio show on a local 
— - — station in Jagodina. In the future, they hope to 
play more gigs, work on new songs and a better quality recording.

JACK THE LAD 
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No space left for an intro. Cheers to Townsend and Mark for answering the questions! 


When did the band form? 

We formed in February 1991. 

Could you present the band members and tell us all the bands they ‘ve played in? 

It’s Townsend Sullivan (ex-Moonstomp) on vocals, Mark Magee (ex-Glory, ex-Condemned 84) 
on guitar, Gary Yoxen (ex-Moonstomp) on bass and Jimmy O'Connor on drums 


What were the reasons for the split-up of Moonstomp, and what have you been doing between 
the split and the forming of Jack The Lad? 


Drummer Kevin moved to New York to play with Stiv Bators {(R.I.P.), bassist Allen went to 
England to replace Dippy John O’Donell in the Glory, fat Gary Yoxen went to a mental 
hospital from doing too many drugs and Townsend waiked into the nearest bar and became an 
alcoholic. The reason why they disbanded was never really decided. 


It came as somewhat of a surprise that The Glory broke up, as the band seemed to be 
heading for a second life in the USA. What happened? 


Unfortunately, Timo, of The Glory, couldn't make the trip, so I had to stand in on vocals 
for a dozen or so shows. It all came to a sad end when I went back to a hotel and found 
our drummer Gaz with a 200 pound blonde transvestite ramming a chair leg up his ass. I 
couldn't face him after that, so that was the end of the Glory U.S. stint! 

How would you describe your music? Any bands that influenced you_in particular? 

T would describe it as Qi/punk and we're influenced by old style punk bands and 980/81 Oi 
bands, too numerous to mention. Oh, and ABBA! (Honest) 


We all spotted the Biohazard T-shirt on the cover of your first EP, is there any 
chance/risk to see Jack The Lad develop in that way? 


The Biohazard T-shirt was a gift from the singer to Townsend for allowing him to indulge 
in his favourite fetish of eating (Townsends) toenails. A real strange guy, eh? No, there 
is no risk of Jack The Lad playing that style! 

And the lyrics? Which topics do you deal with in your songs? 

We deal with anything we fucking please, from drinking beer to politics, in the sense 
that we like to put the government down. 

How have the reactions on your 7"s been, and what do you think of them yourselves? 

Most women like our 7 inches, but Jimmy only has 3. inches. Regarding the records, the 
reaction has been pretty good, but it could be better. The local music critics have 
chosen to ignore us for 2 years because they're cunts! 

fre there plans for a full-length LP yet? 

There probably will be a full LP recorded later this year. Stay tuned! 

You managed to play an amazing 100+ qiqs in just over 2 years. How do you explain that, 
as some bands already have problems finding a couple of dates per year? 


We got so many shows because we were the fucking best in the town and we always pulled a 
good crowd. Good crowds means more money for the venue, right? You only have to play a 
good show with no trouble and they will have you back. Easy as that! 

How was the 2-day festival in April? 

The 2-day Gi/ska fest went really well, no trouble at all... @ bit too much ska for me 
though... A good gathering of skins from east coast U.S., not many punks though. We 
Played our last show. Moonstomp did a re-union and went down a fucking storm. Anti-Heros 
came on stage dressed as hippies but no-one got the joke. Oh well. 


Do you see the band touring the USA or Europe soon, or does that remain a distant dream? 


This remains a distant dream! 

Atlanta used to have a very big skinhead/Oi scene. What’s left of it now? Any new blood? 
The Atlanta scene is slowly rebuilding. The old crowd is sadly nearly all gone, but there 
is anew crowd of strange physically disfigured looking skins around, although most of 
“em are mods and need kicking into shape. We're working on it. Most of them claim to be 
Irish and use pagan names. Strange!? 

Is Cliff of Condemned 84 still around too? What‘s he up to now? 

Sad, very sad. I ain’t seen him for ages. He quit music altogether and married a girl 
from a wealthy wicker furniture family and moved to the country. The last I heard he was 
conducting a survey of people’s favourite hair products in shopping malls. 

Could you give us the addresses where your EP's are available from? Anything else for 
sale? 

Records available from GMM, P.O. Box 15234, Atlanta GA 30333, USA. 
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Never heard of Virus 27 before? It’s no big surprise, although the band has been going 
for more than 10 years already. They’re a careca band. Careca you ask? Careca is 
typically brazilian kind of skinheads, with their own bands, ideology, etc... They mainly 
keep to themselves, and don’t really look for contacts in other countries. Virus 27 are 
one of the main bands of that careca movement. The questions were answered by Joe 90 and 
this interview wouldn’t have been possible without a lot of help from Giauco. Thanks to 
them both. 


When and were was Virus 27 formed? 
The band was formed in the middle of 1982 in a southern suburb of Sao Paulo. 
What does the band’s name stand for? 
"27" is a type of virus. Actually, Virus 27 also was the code name used by the indie 
label Alternative Tentacles for the Dead Kennedy’s first LP "Plastic surgery disasters”. 
One of the founding members of the band was a big Dead Kennedy's fan. He drowned near the 
beach soon after the band had formed, and as a tribute to him, Joe decided to keep the 
band’s name. 
Who are the members of the band, and have there been many line-up changes? 
We have had lots of line-up changes over the last decade. The band now is Joe 90 on

Our first album "Parasitas obrigatories" went down really well and was quite accepted by 
the general market, but the second one, “Brasil Qi", was more oriented towards a 


nationalist audience. 

Why did it take 5 years to get this new LP ready? 

Well, doubtless one of the main reasons is the economic crisis. Our chronic inflation is 
nearly 1% per day. Another reason is the disagreements between the band and (indie) 
labels. 

It’s not out as of yet, 50 could you tell us what we can expect of it? And, what will it 
be called? 

The countdown for our new LP has started. The songs deal with social topics, ecology, 
unemployment, corruption, etc... But they're not aligned with any political ideology or 
party, like on "Brasil Oi”. We haven't yet decided what the title wiil be. 
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Has it been easy for the band to get concerts lately, after ail the bad publicity about 


Carecas in the brazilian press? 
Qur gigs have always been to a restricted public only, but despite the bad press (they’re 


the same all over the world) on carecas, we don’t lack opportunities to play. 

Could you name some bands (skinhead/oi) you have played with? 

We've already played with a lot of bands. Some of the best known ones are Histeria and 
Patriotas from Sao Paulo, Bandeira De Combate from Bahia and Carbonario from Mato Grosso 
do Sul. 

Plans for the future? 


We plan on continuing what we’ve been doing all the time already and try to get some 
media attention so that we can clear the way for other bands and won’t have to bear the 
responsibility of being the only active Gi! band. 
Any merchandise for sale?

Here follows an interview with Riton, the guy behind the S.P.&. fanzine and record label. 
In this interview we'll try to find out the reasons for which he gave up the fanzine and 
why he decided to concentrate on the label and what we can expect of it. By the way, 
S.P.E. stands for "For ever skinhead" 


Introduce yourself. 
My nickname Riton is in fact a diminutive of my first name. I’m 22 years old and I’ve 


been into the scene since 1982. I work in a printshop in the suburbs of Paris and apart 
from that, I’m the only person involved in S.P.E£. Records. 

When did you start S.P.E.? 

I started S.P.E. in October 1986. S.P.E. was the name of my fanzine and then in September 
1988 I started the S.P.E. label in order to produce and distribute records. So that’s 7 
years already and as the name implies, it’1ll be forever, maybe... 

Why did you decide to stop making the zine? 
I decided to call it a day in December 91, 
after 11 issues, for different reasons: a 
shortage of time (in the end, it nearly 
took a year to put out a new issue), the 
badmouthing of S.P.E. by some people and 
finally because more and more time was 

being spent on the label. The real problem 
is that some people in France really are 
experts in hypocrisy and badmouthing. As 
soon as you try to do something positive 
for the movement, they're there to run you 
down. I got fed up with it all and decided 
to stop wasting my time on a 2ine for 
bastards like them. I do realise that it 
was unfair to all the others who were worth

S.P.E.°s discography?

A compilation LP called "The only spirit, 
is...unity" which is a co-production 

between S.P.E. and Dim-Records should be 
out any day now. The record features 17 bands. There will be a limited pressing of 500 on 
coloured vinyl. 

Is there an evolution in the records you're putting out? 

The S.P.E. label has to work with very limited financial means, but I try to produce as 
many records as possible. The quality has to be excellent, not only the music, but also 
the pressing, cover, distributors, etc... Before, I only put out {| 7” per year, this year 
2 already and that compilation. I’m in touch with a lot of bands of which I'd love to 
produce albums, but I can’t afford to finance a whole LP yet. I'11 have to look abroad to 
press the records as it’s not possible anymore in France, only CD's. 

Any goais you'd like to achieve with S.P.E.? 

I’d like to make a name for myself with the production and distribution of Gi records 
without having the pretention of becoming as big as Link Records or Rock-O-Rama. With the 
means I have, I am already pleased with what I have achieved, like the distribution of 
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records that are hard to find in France and Europe and my own productions. Of course, I‘d 
love to produce even more bands. With the distribution network I have, I managed to 
function without the major labels’ products, which is ina way the revenge of small 
labels towards the big ones. 

Do you plan to increase the choice of 

records on offer through S.P.E.? TH Ee ON LY SPI RIT 
Indeed, since July, I distribute most of = : Ll 
the CD's put out by the english label Step ] fs 

1 and soon also CD's put out on Captain ¥ iy 

OGi!. Right now, I already distribute 

records of the following labels: Dim, 

Walzwerk, SPFC, Havin’ a Laugh, Bird and 

Knock Qut. I’m doing the best I can. 

Do you only sell in France, or also 

abroad? 

Most of it goes to France, but I also get 

orders from the USA, England, Germany, 

Finland, Poland, Sweden, Italy, Spain, 

Portugal, Yugoslavia, Japan and others. If 

you'd like to receive the S.P.E. list, 

just write and you'll get one for free. 

The list is updated every month. 

Future plans and bands you'd like to 

produce? 

I plan on putting out a compilation 7” 

called "American Oi! - American pride" 

with The Templars, Dead End Boys, 

Stormwatch and Oxblood. This one should be out by the end of the year. Apart from that, I 
should also put out a 7" by a mythical French Oi band (not hard to guess who that is - 
ed.), but they still have to start practising again. Bands I‘d still like to produce are 
Plastic Gangsters, Skinkorps and Bleach Boys (France), Bruisers, Patriot, Stormwatch, 
Rival and Max Resist & The Hooligans (USA), Bull The Buffaios, Quka, Sledgehammer and 
Cobra (Japan) and for the rest of the world: Ultima Thule, Ritam Nereda, Klasse 
Kriminale, Agent Bullidogg,... 

Qne more question to close off. You used to pla in West Side Boys. Why did the band 
split up, and how far are you with your plans to start a new band? 

Lots of reasons for the split. We decided to split because some of the band members 
wanted to play something else than Oi music and some of the people of our entourage had 
managed to stir up problems between band members. Pascal, the singer, is now bassist in a 
rock’n’rall band. Seb, our bassist, plays in a cover band and Laurent, our drummer and 
solo guitarist, now plays in a punk band. I’m about to reform West Side Boys with 3 new 
musicians and we'll start practising very soon.

How and when did the band get together? 
Miguel: Tiago and I had a band called “Divisao 0" in 1989 - 1990, but that band finally 


split up because 2 of the band’s members had some trouble with the law. One of them is 
still behind bars at the moment. Tiago and I then tried to continue with some other band 
members, but that didn’t work out, because they weren’t serious enough about it. Tiago: 
Then, in November of 1992, Filipe (ex-Guarda De Ferro) proposed us to form a new band 
called Doberman, together with Branquinho. After a long search, we found a second guitar 
. player, Rodrigo, and so the band was 
—— : a _ complete. Miguel: Due to some internal 
problems, Filipe left the band, and 
Jorge became the new singer. We also 
_ changed the name to V Império then. 
®. Tiago: The band’s working like 
> clockwork now, without any problems and 
a lot of good intentions to get 
= somewhere. 
Which bands have you all played in 
before? 
Tiago: Jorge, our singer, has some 
experience, but nothing of any 
significance. Branquinho, our drummer, 
played in a hardcore band before with 
which he did gigs, but never recorded 
anything. Rodrigo used to play quitar 
in a hardcore band. An then there's 
Miguel and me, on bass, guitar and 
backing vocals who played in Divisao 0, 
which was an Oi band. 


How would you define the band’s music 
and lyrics? 

Miquel: We make aggressive music with 
some hardcore influences like the Cro- 
Mags, but aiso other bands such as 
Stars & Stripes, Bound For Glory, 
Condemned 84, Combat 84 and also some 
Guarda De Ferro. Tiago: Gur lyrics deal 
with the problems in today’s society, 
Doberman: Tiago, Miguel, Branquinho and Filipe violence, nationalism and...beer! 





V_império and politics? 
Miguel: We are a nationalist band. 


Have you played any concerts yet? 

Tiago: Unfortunately, it is very hard for a band like us to find a place to play, which 
is the reason why we never had a skinhead concert in our country. Miguel: By the way, if 
anyone would like to put us on, just contact us!!! 

What would you like to achieve with V_Império? 

Tiago: Well, we want to revive the skinhead movement and open everybody’s eyes to fight 
for their country. We also do it for fun. 

Do you have any plans for _a demo or record yet? 

Miguel: We are going to make a demo soon, but at home, not in a studio. We aiso want to 
do a record, but haven't contacted any labels yet. If anybody's interested, we're ready 
for it.

Is V_Império going to try to fill the void which was left after the split of Guarda De 
Ferro? 
Miguel: We want to do more than Guarda De Ferro did: play a lot of concerts, and not only 
make records. 
Are there any other Oi or skinhead bands in Lisbon? Or _ in the rest of Portuga! for that 
matter? 
Tiago: There’s a punk/oi band in Lisbon called "Mata-Ratos, which achieved some success, 
doing several concerts and putting out a demo and 1! LP. Miguel: We also heard about a new 
nationalist band in Lisbon : 
(Combate -ed.). Together with 
us, these must be the only 
ones in Portugal. 
Could you give us an overall 
view of the skinhead movement 
in Portugal at the moment? Is 
bs it picking up again like in 
some other parts of Europe? 
Miguel: The skinhead movement 
in Portugal started in 1982, 
¥ mainly in Almada and Lisbon, 
and immediately became very 
big. A little later, 
skinheads also appeared in 
Oporto and some other cities. 
In 1989, there was a big 
fight between skinheads and 
communists at a concert 
organised by a communist 
party. Gne of the party's 
leaders got killed and it 
resulted in the imprisonment 
of some of our friends. 3 of 
them are still in prison, and 
one is still on the run. Miguel, Rodrigo, Jorge, Branquinho and Tiago 
After that happened, the 
movement went through a low, suffering from the repression of the police and 
discrimination from the press and the public opinion. Nowadays, even with the repression, 
the movement is picking up again. There are about 60 to 80 skinheads in the Lisbon - 
Almada region, also some in Oporto and a few others scattered around the country. Tiago: 
Because of the problems caused by the great influx of immigrants (mainly Africans) in 
Portugal, we think that the movement will grow a lot in the coming years. 
Anything eise to say to conclude this interview? 
We want to thank Peter and Pure Impact for giving us the opportunity of this interview 
and also say to skins all over Europe to keep on fighting for our values and European 
rights.

groups not to sign up with them. They’re just a bunch 
of assholes who want to make loads of money through 
skinheads. ESV is exactly the opposite, you get along 
well with them and you have fun. From the movement - 
for the movement! 


How do you feel about ali the bands in Germany today 
which put out records, even though their music sounds 


like shit? Is there some over-commercialization of 


the german political bands? 


Only wankers like Skull Records are to blame for that, 
they only see the money there is to be made. 


Which german bands would you advise people to listen 
to, political as well as non-political ones? 


As unpolitical bands definitely Boots & Braces and 
Rabauken, and as political bands the old Comando Schurri 
Pernod and Kraft Durch Froide. 


How do you see the german skinhead scene evolve in the coming years, with all _ the 


government pressure? 


IT only hope that the people who believe in themselves won't let themselves be put down 
and will keep the movement alive. The government can prohibit whatever it wants, but they 
can’t take away from you what’s in your mind and in your soul. Proud and loyal!

We had one once, we had to give it up though, due to conflicts with the law.

The band was formed in 1982, started out as a punk band and eventually developed into Gi!. Bands like the Macc Lads, The 
Business and the Toy Dolls have been a big influence on thea. 


In 1989, they put out a demo which sold 
700 copies, and which got their name 
around. That tape, and the participation 
in a national "Modern ausic contest’ 
made their popularity grow, but also 
stirred up a controversy because of the 
band's lyrics and their large skinhead 
following. 


In 1990, they signed with EMI, which 
released the album “Rock radioactivo’. 
Against all expectations, it sold aore 
than 6,000 copies and even entered the 
charts, 


Then, both the drummer and bass player 
left, and the band was put on hold for 
some time, But they got going again 
after Miguel (ex-Guarda de Ferro) and a 
new drummer joined them, Because of all 
these line-up changes and because the 

” band refused to become sore commercial 
and refused to betray their public (e.g. they never badmouthed the skins in their media interviews), EMI finished the contract. 





With another line-up change came another break, but now the band is back again, and they have signed a 2-year deal with Drunk 
Records, a small new independent label. The new 7" “Expulsos do bar” (Banned from the pub) will be available through several 
skinhead mail order services soon,

"heard-it-all-before feeling” which isn't helped by another cover of “One in a million”, Yawn!
